the honored dead of the ilOtb Regi- 
ment, who have done the best and the 


Tiiey bear tie great grief ol this 


war. 
In 
our streets, in our 


squares, on the roads, in the 
churches, in all onr houses, we 
brush against mothers who 'have 
lost their sons, or who live in an 
anguish even more cruel than the 
certainty of death. 


Let IK try to understand their 


loss. 


Their sons are taken from them 


at 
life's 
fairest moment, when 


their own lives are 
on the 


decline. When a child dies in in- 
fancy, its soul sec-ins not to de- 
part, but 10 wait, in the vicinity 
of her who brought it into the 
world, the hour of returning in 
some new form. 
But a son who 


dies at twenty does not 
return, 


and he leaves no hope boaind him. 
He takes away with him all that 
remained of his mother's future, 
all that she gave him, all that he 
promised, the cares, ^the anguish 
and the smiles that accompanied 
his'birth, his childhood, the Joys 
of youth, the reward and harvest 
of mature years, the prop and 
peace of old age. He takes away 
far more than himself; number- 
less days come to a. sudden termi- 
nation, an entire line is quenched, 
a host of faces, of caressing little 
hands, of laughter and of games 
falls under that Wow on the bat- 
tlefield, bids farewell to the son- 
light, and returns to the earth 
which, it will never have known. 


And yet, our mothers do not 


weep as have the mothers of oth- 
er wars. All their sons disappear 
one by one. and we do not hear 
them complain and mourn as in 
other days, when great sorrows, 
and great disasters were accom- 
panied by the lamentations of 
women. 


We know not what sustains 


them and gives them the strength 
to hear the 
remainder of their 


life. Some among them have oth- 
er children, and we can under- 
stand how they lavish upon them 
the love and the 
future 
which 


death has cut short. Many have 
never lost, or else they try to re- 


cover their faith in 
tbo eternal 


promises. But so many others, 
whose dwelling is forever deso- 
late, scorn to entertain the same 
hope as those in whom hope has 
always been alive. 


"What is it that 
upholds 
the 


courage which we look upon with 
amazement? 
"When the 
wisest 


among us come upon one of these 
mothers, searching ail the while 
for words which, in the face of 
the blinding reality of the great- 
est grief that can smite the heart, 
shall not have the way of mocking 
lies, they can find Httie or nothing 
to say to her. They talk of jus- 
tice and the beauty of the cause 
for which the hero fell, of the 
enormous and necessary sacrifice, 
of the remem.bra.nce and the grat- 
itude of men, of the unreality ot 
life which is not to be measured 
by length of days, but 
by the 


height of duty and glory attained. 
Perhaps they add that the dead 
do not die, that those who are no 
more live nearer to our souls than 
wlhen they were in the flesjh, and 
all that we loved in them endures 
in onr hearts. 


But as we speak, they sense 


the emptiness of what we say. 
They understand that ail this Is 
true for those whom death has 
not plunged into the abyss; that 
the most vivid memory cannot 
replace one dear reality which can 
be touched with hands, and lips; 
that the most elevated thought is 
not worth the familiar coming in. 
and going out; the presence at 
meai times, the farewell embrace, 
the rapture of the return. 


The mothers know it and feel it 


better than we caTi. and that is 
why they make no answer to one's 
words of consolation, they listen 
to them in silence, and find with- 
in themselves reasons Tor living, 
and for hoping. They take up 
again the burden ot their days, 
without telling us whence they 
dra-w their strength, without re- 
vealing to us the secret of their 
sacrifice and of their heroism.
